“It’s really a shame. God’s go- 
ing to punish whoever did that.” 

That was the comment Tuesday 
morning of astrolleron Albany Hill 
who had just passed the 25-foot 
cross that was toppled by vandals 
last weekend. 

Police say this was no act of 
random vandalism, but a deliberate 
targeting of the cross that has stood 
on the hill for 27 years. Specific

ALBANY — The road to anew middle 
school at the Hill Lumber site, some might 
say, has been a bumpy one. From the 
unheeded calls last summer from Albany 
and El Cerrito for an Environmental Im-

Bond measure may go on ballot

EL CERRITO — Redevelopment proposals for 
various sections of the city have been the focus of 
community discussion for several months, but there 
are other issues of concern to residents, among them, 
the future of El Cerrito’s community services and 
facilities. Last week’s joint meeting between the City 
Council and the Park & Recreation Commission reached 
one firm conclusion on the subject: It will be a long 
time before any decisions can be made on what im- 
provement projects should be undertaken and how the 
city will pay for them. 

The possibility that a bond measure might be pre- 
sented to the voters, perhaps in 1998, has been raised 
publicly in recent weeks. The City Council has set 
upgrading of the city’s parks and facilities as a high 
priority. 

Parks chair Jon Bashor said this week, though, that 
the commission is nowhere near ready to set any 
perameters for a bond measure, or even to decide if 
there will be one. 

“First, we want to figure out what needs to be done,” 
said Bashor. “We haven't even decided if there will be 
abond, but if there is one, we want people to know what 
they’d be paying for.” 

The current park commission is not the first to 
consider an inventory of the needs of El Cerrito’s parks 
and recreational facilities. City Councilmember Jane

EL CERRITO — The period for public commenton 
the Draft Environmental Impact Report for the Del 
Norte BART mixed use project closed as of last Friday. 
But a sizeable number of people took advantage of an 
April 16 public hearing to voice their opinions on the 
proposal. (Comments may still be made on the attach- 
ment to the report, “Alternative F,” which deals with 
transportation and parking alternatives. The comment 
period on Alternative F closes May 10.) 

The “Del Norte BART Station Mixed Use Project” 
calls for a development on the BART site of a 20- 
screen, 3,686-seat cinema complex, 36,639 square feet 
of retail space and a 932-space underground parking 
garage (to include replacement of the existing 333 
BART parking spaces) and development on the Mayfair 
site of a five-story structure including 208 residential 
units with a ground level containing 1,500 square feet 
of retail space and 237 parking spaces. 

Alternative F would include another 63,460 square

His proposal would transfer to the 
city from the Redevelopment 
Agency funds that are better 
invested in redevelopment 
projects. for example, by 
investing in the Plaza, the 
Redevelopment Agency could 
generate $500,000 per year in 
new Sales tax revenue for the city, 

While I support 
redevelopment, I do not support 
projects based solely on their 
revenue benefits, I agree with the 
concerns expressed by some 
writers about the proposed Del 
Norte BART Station project. It is 
too large and dense for the site. 
The resulting congestion and 
traffic is more than the 
surrounding community should 
have to bear. I hope that 
agreement can be reached on a 
smaller project that meets the 
needs of our city, the 
neighborhood, and the developer.

Sproul, and Julie Rogers 
published in the Journal last week 
and I thought they were sad. It’s 
true the City Council and 
Redevelopment Agency are under 
fire — deservingly so. It’s just 
sad when some people support the 
council by cheering issues like the 
recently imposed three-minute 
rule and the discontinuance of 
cable TV coverage of city/agency 
meetings. 

While these tactics are “poor 
faith” gestures by the city they are 
only symptoms of the problem, 
not the root cause. 

The deteriorating relationships 
between city council/agency 
members and the community has 
been caused by the 
mismanagement of fiscal issues, 
particularly with the 
Redevelopment Agency, and the 
fact that the agency has tried to 
hide the problems rather than fix 
them. Many groups, including the 
Chamber of Commerce have 
called on the agency to study this. 
In fact, a citizen’s group has 
organized a qualified team to 
study and help fix the problems. 
But, it’s as if the council/agency 
has put blinders on and won’t 
address these fiscal issues. 

Quite simply, the agency has 
had to restructure and/or refinance 
almost every significant project 
it’s undertaken. This is a poor 
track record and it only adds to 
the expense. Just recently, they 
had to restructure yet another 
debt, this time with the previous 
owners of the Target site — 
American Recreation, which 
owned Golden Gate Lanes. This 
is one more sign of the agency’s 
financial troubles. Not unlike 
homeowners who can’t meet 
mortgage payments and keeps 
refinancing their house. 

This past week the agency 
considered a serious restructuring 
of its agreement for the Del Norte 
Place project. A key component 
considered was a “cash out” 
option in which it would liquidate 
its equity investment in the 
project and lose over 80 cents on 
the dollar. Considering the agency 
spent over $4 million on this 
project is is looking to cash out at 
$526,000 — losing over 80 cents 
on the dollar to try and generate 
sort-term cash! Several citizens 
spoke up against this and forced 
the council to turn down the plan 
3-2. But the council then passed a 
motion to “study the issue 
further.” 

When these issues are brought 
up to the council nicely, they 
won’t listen. When the issues are 
brought up more firmly — and 
when they are reminded of their 
fiduciary duties — they resort to 
name calling. Norman La Force 
has called people “liars.” Norma 
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Real Estate Editor 


Jellison has called people 
“racists.” These comments are 
part of a public record. There was 
the recent barrage of attacks 
against the Chamber of 
Commerce in which Mr, La Force 
tried to get the manager fired. The 
public response was one of 
outrage. Now the council is in 
damage-control mode. both 
council members Jellison and La 
Force have earned their fall from 
grace. 

History is full of examples of 
people following blind or 
misguided leadership. Must we 
repeat this behavior? There are 
many objective measures to see 
how the current leadership has 
failed in El Cerrito. When one 
looks at moral and ethical 
behavior, the record just gets 
worse. 

I encourage citizens not to 
cling to the past. There’s a bright 
future for El] Cerrito — our town 
has a lot of promise. We need to 
dig in and fix the current 
problems so we can take the best 
of what we still have and move 
forward. Let’s not be “hand- 
cuffed” financially, or otherwise, 
to the past.

More I-80 lane closures planned by Caltrans 


Caltrans highway crews this 
week began closures of various 
lanes of westbound Interstate 
Highway 80 at the east end of the 
Bay Bridge to seismically retrofit 
a section of the bridge’s East Bay 
crossing.

vandalism shortly before Easter. 

The incident, which police be- 
lieve happened Saturday morning, 
was the latest — and perhaps final 
— ina series of attacks on the local 
landmark put up by the Albany Li- 
ons Club in 1970, 

“The club’s going to try to put it 
up again, but I don’t know if we can 
salvage it,” said Dr. Art Longpre, an 
Optometrist and Lions Club mem- 
ber. “It’s pretty badly damaged.” 

The cross is now bent and restor- 
ing it would mean rewelding the 
pieces, said Longpre, who built it as 
a memorial to longtime club mem- 
ber Carl McWilliams, who died in 
1970. The translucent panels that 
covered the lighting system have 
also been destroyed. 

Even if the cross is restored, nei- 
ther the police nor Longpre is certain 
what could be done to prevent future 
incidents. Even though the cross, 
which is on a small plot that was 
deeded to the Lions Club, is visible 
to most of inland Albany, it is in an 
isolated and unpopulated and prone 
to nighttime attacks. 

“Tt’s been vanadalized a few times 
over the years,” said Longpre, who 
in the past has steadfastly returned to 
repair the cross each time. The most 
recent time came before Easter, when 
someone disabled the lights. Longpre 
said he repaired it and that it was lit 
at 6 p.m. the Saturday before Easter, 
but the lights were reported out again 
by 8 p.m. 

Before the metal cross was erected 
it was preceded by a wooden cross 
that overlooked the community for 
some 40 years. 

The Lions memorial has also 
come under political attacks in the 
past. “We got some static from the 
city two or three years ago on this,” 
Longpre said. “There was a group at 
the council level intent on getting it 
removed. 

Thecross survived that effort and 
remained standing until Saturday.

Continued from front page 
inadequate?” Janet Smith-Heimer, 
an Albany resident and neighbor of 
the site, wrote as well, to protest the 
“appalling course of events” sur- 
rounding the planning of the new 
school. 

In a more or less random, com- 
pletely-unscientific poll last week, 
The Journal found some around 
town, from parents to high school 
students, who ask if the current road 
is the best to be on, and some, also 
parents and students, who do not. 

“I don’t feel from what I’ve 
picked up around the community 
that a majority of public opinion is 
to reassess,” says school 
Boardmember Ed McManus. “I 
think they’re a minority and it’s 
uncertain to me what the size is.” 

The board, despite the protests 
of teachers and others, shall con- 
tinue until given a reason to do 
otherwise. “If someone came up 
with substantial and prevailing rea- 
sons to do so, I’m sure the board 
would reconsider it,” McManus 
says. 

Board President Marsha Skin- 
ner is a bit more adamant. Put sim- 
ply, “We are going forward with 
both (projects),” she says. 


‘Guarded and touchy’ 


As happens from time to time 
with the middle school project, there 
are those who bring up the issue of 
communication. Newly-elected 
board member Bill Cain, in fact, 
was asked about communication 
during a pre-election candidate pro- 
file last year. 

A former city council member, 
Cain made what some might call a 
rather astute observation when he 
said the board, as previously aligned, 
had a tendency to “become very 
guarded and touchy when people 
question them,” and that he felt the 
same way when first on the council. 

“When you’re elected you be- 
come a conduit for people’s ideas,” 
Cain says in the profile. “An impor- 
tant thing I learned at council is that 
I could make a lot more effective 
decisions if I heard a wide variety of 
viewpoints expressed. It’s not easier 
to decide that way, but you make 
better decisions.” 

When asked about the most re- 
cent objections, Cain says Mayor 
Good is allowing his personal situ- 
ation to color his opinion. A 29- 
signature petition against closing 
Behrens/Spokane, submitted to a 
Traffic and Safety Commission 
meeting last month, was “fairly 
open-ended,” he says, and the resi- 
dents he has talked to are over- 
whelmingly in favor of closing the 
street. 

And as for the 37 middle school 
teachers, Cain, like McManus, says 
those objections have been dealt 
with. 

'“T don’t sense that there’s really 
an issue there,” he says. 

Not an issue? 

“Tt’s like going back SO years in 
architecture,” says middle school 
teacher Joanna Pace. “It’s not going 
to be a better school than this.” 

“I think that we would be a lot 
better off being here,” says French 
teacher Donna Donohue, who adds 
that, at the new school, she will not 
have her own room as she does 
now. “As far as I know, nobody 
asked our opinion. It will be a ‘fait 
accompli.’” 

“I don’t think what we’ re getting 
is that much better than what we’ ve 
gat here,” says science teacher Kay 
Sorg, who personally would gain 
from the move in that the new school 
has superior science facilities. “For 
all of us, I don’t think it’s the best 
use of the money.” 

“What we have is a school board 
that’s not going tochangeit’s mind,” 
says English teacher Bob Presnall.

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“The (proposed) site is entirely in- 
appropriate compared to the exist- 
ing site for a middle school.” 

(The Journal interviewed a dozen 
middle school teachers last week. 
Some spoke of a feeling they had 
“missed a meeting” somewhere 
during the process, others of aschool 
board that was “loosing their sense 
of whatit’s like inthe trenches.” All 
said they opposed the board's cur- 
rent course of action, and stood by 
the letter they signed. Administra- 
tive staff members, such as the prin- 
cipal, do not comment.) 

The process may be well under- 
way, the teachers say, the plans 
may be drawn and the budgets 
charted out, but if the end result will 
be something no better than what 
they have now (and in many cases 
worse), they ask: should this not be 
the time to sit back and re-evaluate 
where the district is going? 

Or, put another way: when they 
supported amending a $31.6 mil- 
lion bond measure to enable the 
district to purchase the Hill Lumber 
site, teachers say they were prom- 
ised a rose garden. What they are 
getting now, they say, may not bea 
sack of fertilizer, but is something 
between the two. 

“T could understand them say- 
ing, ‘Why are you arguing this 
now?’” Presnall says. Arguing they 
are, however. This is what they are 
saying. 

Objections over design 


While the teachers were able to 
rally a good deal of community 
support last month in persuading 
the board to restore $600,000 to the 
school’s budget, their objections go 
beyond that, to the very layout of 
the school they say they would just 
as soon not occupy, if given the 
choice. 

The new school is more than 
20,000 square feet larger. It has 
vastly superior science labs, a mu- 
sic room and a larger gym. Yet that 
gym, at present, has no bleachers, 
and those science labs, once slated 
to be four, are now two. 

While bigger, it would have a 
smaller library, no lockers, no air 
conditioning, no carpets, and three 
less classrooms than the current 
school, if portables are included. 
Six teachers will have to “rove” 
throughout the day because of this. 
Those The Journal interviewed did 
not seem too hot on this idea. 

Another objection revolves not 
around square footage or ameni- 
ties, but rather the layout of the 
school itself. At present, teachers’ 
rooms are set up in sort of loose 
clusters of four, with a shared office 
at their center. 

This arrangement, they say, pro- 
vides for a sort of “cross-fertiliza-

tion.” During their break, teachers 
can crack the door on another class- 
room and study the technique of 
their peers. 

At the new school, they will be 
clustered in groups of three. They 
will be more isolated, they say, and 
the layout they have grown fond of 
will be gone. 

And while most rooms at the 
current school have two doors, at 
the new school they will only have 
one. According to Presnall, modern 
living requires children be trained 
to work in small groups. With two 
doors, teachers can divide students 
more easily, sending some out one 
door, some out another. At the new 
school, this too would be more dif- 
ficult. 

Many teachers are also skeptical 
about the new school’s proximity 
to the high school (2 blocks, or a 2 
1/2 minute walk). Teachers say 
middle school students don’t need 
all the temptations of a high school 
nearthem, in that the point of middle 
school is to keep children “young” 
as long as possible. 

At present, the middle school 
has its own play fields. At the new 
site they would have to share Cou- 
gar Field with the high school. 
McManus says there will be room 
on the field for both. Teachers say it 
is nonetheless an inferior arrange- 
ment. 

The present school also has sky- 
lights. According to some teachers, 
fluorescent light causes hyperac- 
tivity. Skylights allow them to aug- 
ment it with natural light through- 
out the day. 

Teachers also say the location of 
the school, beyond its proximity to 
the high school, is problematic. 
Those on the second story on the 
western side will face the sun in the 
afternoon. They will also be too 
close to the BART tracks and the 
noise the tracks produce, they say. 

Noise is also a factor in that the 
new school’s hallways will be in- 
doors. As anyone who has visited 
the current school might note, 
middle school students have a ten- 
dency to be rather loud as they make 
their way between classes. This 
would be exacerbated by the indoor 
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At present, the middle school has its own play fields

arrangement, teachers say. 

The indoor arrangement is also 
problematic, teachers say, because 
they will not be able to send stu- 
dents outside to work as easily. Last 
Friday, on a magnificently sunny 
afternoon, one teacher held his arms 
out, gesturing toward the sunasifto 
say “Why would we want to give 
this up?” 

Though no teachers mentioned 
it, others have pointed out that the 
school will be moved away from 
the Bill Lewis Teen Center, which 
is adjacent to the site. McManus 
says the district has had discussions 
with the city to arrange after-school 
use of the middle school facility. 


Alternative’s downfalls 


What would be preferable, teach- 
ers say, is the proposal they submit- 
ted three years ago: a $3 million 
wing, with science and music fa- 
cilities, at the north-east corner of 
the site. 

According to McManus, though, 
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Architect Art Steiner and his wife Dorothy have deep roots in 
the East Bay. Both graduated from Cal, and they lived in a home 
just north of the Berkeley campus for 47 years.

For one thing, he says, 
a city-owned sewer line runs 
through the property (one teacher 
says the line is five feet from the 
edge of the school property, thus 
rendering it a non-factor.) 

Also, turning back would force 
the board to reconsider the strategy 
ithas been pursuing for three years: 
to close the current middle school 
and reopen it as an elementary 
school. Many teachers, however, 
suggest using the Hill Lumber site 
for an elementary school. 

Turning back, in addition to wast- 
ing the money already spent plan- 
ning the new school, would also put 
any new projects on hold for 11 
years, McManus says, calling the 
prospect “unacceptable.” Teachers, 
on the other hand, call for a long- 
range vision, saying why build a 
school that will last 50 years if 
you’ re not going to make it the best 
one you can? 

“When you have one interest 
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So how exactly does the board 
plan on funding more projects than 
they have money in hand to pay for? 
According to McManus, that lack 
of funds is precisely what will al- 
low the plan to work, 

The board’s most recent bond 
budget, which adds up to a balance 
of zero, contains $46.4 million in 
expenditures, including $3.25 mil- 
lion to purchase the Hill Lumber 
site, $23.6 million for the high 
school project (though that number 
will most likely go up) and $12.8 
million for the middle school. 

Revenues include the $31.6 mil- 
lion bond measure city voters passed 
in 1993, $3 million in interest pro- 
ceeds, and $11.8 million in state 
funding, yet to be secured. 

Board members say they will 
pursue 50/SO match grants for their 
three biggest projects (Cornell El- 
ementary School modernization, the 
middle school and high school). 
They also expect the state to front 
them their portion of the 50/50 
match for the high school, money 
that, because all the bonds cannot 
be floated at once, they do not have 
at present. 

Because high school students 
would be in temporary housing, and 
because of the emergency nature of 
closing the school, the district would 
be at “the front of the line” for 
money from a statewide bond mea- 
sure anticipated to be on the ballot 
in June, 1998. In that their indebt- 
edness would be maxed out if they 
were to proceed with the middle 
school, that too would make them 
more eligible for funding. 

“We believe very strongly we 
will get the money,” says Cain. “It’s 
not a question of that, it’s a question

of which pot it will come out of.” 

“There’s nota possibility for the 
district to go bankrupt,” says Dis- 
trict Superintendent Dale Hudson. 

If something does go awry, board 
members say, the district might have 
to wait a year or two to make the 
projects go through. The district 
could also seek legislative relief in 
an emergency, Hudson says. 

“We really have to believe at this 
point that the process will work as 
it’s supposed to,” Skinner says. And 
if the bond does not pass? “If the 
bond measure does not pass, my 
assumption is the state would turn 
around and put another on the ballot 
right away.” 


Mayor not convinced 


The mayor, having heard these 
same explanations, has found them 
to be of little comfort. 
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“The way you go bankrupt is to 
spend more money than you’ve 
got,” Good said at the meeting. “I 
don’t know where the money’s com- 
ing from, and that troubles me.” 

As for Good’s suggestion to put 
the temporary buildings at the Hill 
Lumber site, or the other option 
considered by the task force that 


instead selected the park — Cougar. 


Field — board members say that 
would lengthen the school day in 
that students would still have to 
return to the main campus for art 
and industrial classes. 

Good says he walked from the 
Hill site to the high school recently, 
and that the trip took 2 1/2 minutes. 

McManus, meanwhile, ad- 
dressed Good’s objection to two 
major construction projects occur- 
ring in the same, two-block area, 
saying the heavy-duty, structural 
work will take only six months a 
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pop. 

The mayor’s fellow council 
members have not jumped on his 
bandwagon thus far. Though they 
have yet to agree to any lease ar- 
rangement for the tennis courts 
(placement of the portables, a staff 
report estimates, will require be- 
tween $150,000 and $200,000 in 
repairs when they are removed, cost 
the city more than $10,000 a year in 
revenue and half (4) of its tennis 
courts), they did raise some con- 
cerns at last week’s meeting. 

Councilmember Jon Ely, for ex- 
ample, said he is worried the high 
school project might last longer than 
the four to five years currently an- 
ticipated. “The idea is that the pe- 
riod of time is finite,” Ely said. 

“The last thing we want to have, 
on a long-term basis, is our kids in 
temporary housing,” Cain re- 
sponded.

Only two city residents com- 
mented at any length: Ruth 
Meniketti suggested the use of Key 
Route Boulevard, saying “We have 
many streets, but only one park of 
any size.” 

Leon Rimoy, on the other hand, 
seconded Good’s call for a halt. 

“There’s got to be a time when 
you say, “Stop this nonsense,’” he 
said. “We have been dealing with 
smoke and mirrors. I think you 
should vote no on this issue.” 

Councilmember Bruce Mast, 
however, said a halt would “put a 
crimp” in the district's program. A 
motion was made to authorize ne- 
gotiations and request the school’s 
budget information. 

It was approved by a 4-1 vote, 
with Good voting no on the basis 
that it would be tantamount to ap- 
proving a plan he views as ill-con- 
ceived.

In a recent letter Christopher 
Chenoweth attacked El Cerrito 
Citizens’ Alliance for “creating 
crude cartoons that make fun of 
city council members,” for 
referring to city decisions as 
“done deals” and for “name 
calling, acusations of back-room 
deals and conspiracies,” etc. It is 
unfortunate that before launching 
his broadside Mr. Chenoweth 
didn’t bother to check the facts. 
Had he done so he would have 
found the Alliance has NOT done 
any of the things he has accused 
them of. 

The Alliance’s primary 
concern is fiscal issues facing 
both the city’s general fund as 
well as the Redevelopment 


Agency. If Mr. Chenoweth would 
like we will be happy to send him 
a copy of our recent newsletters 
dealing with these issues. Upon 
reading them he may find that his 
support of the City Council has 
been misplaced. 

As far as his claim that the E] 
Cerrito City Council does a good 
job and listens to the public, here 
are some facts that he might find 
interesting.

That decision will 
cost the taxpayers $20 million 
over the next 30 years.

the financial numbers could be 
analyzed on a project of this 
magnitude, the council ignored 
all the request.

3. At the public liearing on 
the Plaza plans (where, by the 
way, discussion of finances was 
forbidden by the city appointed 
moderator) three of the seven 
citizen’s groups opted for no 
housing at the Plaza. When this 
was pointed out at the next 
council meeting, Councilman La 
Force announced that the 
decision to have housing at the 
Plaza has been made and people 
simply need to accept it.

4. At a recent Redevelopment 
Agency meeting the council had 
to acknowledge that it was 
unable to make payment on 
loans that it has outstanding. 
This despite the $16.5 million of 
taxpayer funds the agency has 
siphoned off from the city, the 
schools, and the county So much 
for doing a good job. 

5. The agency already owes 
the city’s general fund one 
million dollars with no date as 
to when it intends to repay it. So 
much for doing a good job. 

The council’s response to 
questions raised abut these 
issues is to ignore them and 
instead impose a TV blackout 
and impose a three minute rule. 
So much for openness and 
democracy. 

No wonder some people talk 
about “done deals,” mistrust the 
council, and question its fiscal 
behavior. Nevertheless, it was

Making your home as safe from fire as jt, 


By Mare McGinn

The Operation Life Safety 
Newsletter reported in its Decem- 
ber 1996 issue that there was 26.3 
percent increase from 1994 to 
1995 in residential fire-related 
deaths. Out of 4,585 civilian fire 
deaths, 3,640 or 80 percent oc- 
curred in the home. According to 
the article, “complacency” was the 
reason given for the increase in 
fire-related deaths because Ameri- 
cans believe the safest place to be 
from fire is in their homes. So itis 
ironic that the home is the place 
subject to the greatest risk of 
deaths caused by fire. Unfortu- 
nately, it has become evident by 
these new statistics that “compla- 
cency” with home safety and fire 
prevention measures will cause 
fire-related deaths in the home, 
deaths which can be prevented. 

Based on the facts and statis- 
tics collected for the calendar year 
1996 thus far, the National Fire 
Protection Association is already 
predicting that nearly 6,000 
Americans will die in fires during 
1997 and and 80 percent or 4,800 
of those will die in residential 
fires. This will represent a 33 per- 
cent increase in residential fire 
deaths since 1995! These high 
death figures are outrageous in a 
time where highly effective fire 
prevention technology is readily 
available to the public. 

The media continues to present 
the grim statistics regarding fires 
and deaths with mere sensational- 


° 


ism and fails to provide or educate 
the public with any fire preven- 
tion message. A brief fire preven- 
tion message would have greater 
impact on the public viewer who 
has just seen or read about the 
devastating results of a residen- 
tial fire. Recently, however, an 
article in the Richmond, Virginia 
Times-Dispatch went the extra 
mile to report how such fire trag- 
edies could be averted: “It may be 
time for homeowners to consider 
installing a highly effective resi- 
dential fire prevention tool: a 
sprinkler system.” 

The Times-Dispatch article of- 
fered some positive information 
about sprinkler systems includ- 
ing: 
* A sprinkler system is like hav- 
ing a firefighter in every room and 
works year-round. 

* 99 percent of the time, sprin- 
klers handle all of the fires or keep 
it in the room of origin until 
firefighters get there. 

¢ Residential sprinkler systems 
have been around since the 1960s, 
with the first residential sprinkler 
ordinance implemented in San 
Clemente, California, in 1996. 

We don’t have to look very far to 
see the life-saving effectiveness of 
sprinkler systems. The city of Napa 
reported that two teenage boys were 
using gasoline in a garage to clean 
up their skateboards. They had left 
a puddle of gasoline on the floor 
and though that the fastest way to 
remove it was to burn it off. When 
one of the boys struck a match, a 
fireball immediately erupted, acti-

grapes in Oregon soil. 

Since, there is the 
International Pinot Noir 
Celebration in McMinnville; the 
Oregonians are beginning to use 
native oak with which to make 
their wines; and Gary Andrus, 
the owner of the respected Napa 
Valley Pine Ridge Winery has 
opened a Willamette property 
called Archery Summit. 

Even Dick Ponzi, the founder 
of his namesake winery, moved 
from Northern California in the 
late ’60s to settle in Beaverton, 
15 miles southwest of 
downtown Portland.

Here’s the deal: I have two free tickets to the 
Black & White Ball, which takes place a week 
from Saturday. And I’m currently — as the phrase 
goes — “between relationships.” So whom should 
I take? 

Answer: I'l make it a contest for you readers. 
Send me a note, poem, e-mail, phone message, 
collage, painting or whatever, telling me why I 
should choose you. (Extra points if you have a 
Fairy Godmother or two evil stepsisters.) 

But time is short, so please hurry. I'd like to 
make the decision by Wednesday. I may not be 
Prince Charming; but hey, the price is right. 


So what is the Black & White Ball, anyway? 
It’s chance, if only for one night, to dress up like 
our parents used to do and pretend we’re Fred and 
Ginger. 

It ain’t cheap — $175, or $135 if you’re under 
30 — but it’s in a good cause: raising cash for the 
San Francisco Symphony. And you get first-class 
treatment, all the way. 

For instance, the official press release proudly 
notes that they’re renting 30 “deluxe port-a- 
potties” for the occasion. I have no idea what 
makes a “deluxe” port-a-potty different from the 
regular kind, but you can bet I intend to find out. 
And Ill report back to you after the ball. What 
other paper gives you such in-depth coverage? 

If you’re a going to the Ball for the first time, 
here a few hints on how to maximize the fun: 

¢ Wear black and/or white. I know this 
sounds obvious, but every year some joker shows 
up in a brown sports coat. Tackeeeeeeeeee! 

¢ Even if you rent a tux, don’t rent the shoes. 
I did that a few years ago because I thought it 
would look cool to wear a pair of those shiny 
patentleather pumps, the kind that you can use as 
a mirror when you comb your hair. 

I forgot that you spend most of your time on 
your feet. By the end of the night, it felt like 
somebody was cutting them off, one toe at a time. 

Take it from me: Wear the most comfortable 
shoes you have. An old pair of Converse sneakers 
would be ideal. After all, they’re black and white. 

¢ Eat beforehand. I say this in spite of the fact 
that they’ ve stocked up on 54,510 hors d’ oeuvres, 

2,000 mini mai tai cocktails, 12,188 servings of 
savory meat, 89,600 hunks of cheese, 20,500 
deserts, 28,5000 cookies, 3,5000 biscotti, 50 lbs. 
of cotton candy, 200 lbs. of coffee; 6, 650 slices 
of bred, 6,000 servings of ice cream, gelato and 
sorbet, 2,000 packets of pistachios, and 360,000 
kernels of popcorn. (Can you believe somebody 
actually counted all this?) 

Yes, you can probably find the equivalent of 
dinner if you’re willing to stand in food lines all 
night, but that’s all you’ll be doing. The whole 
essence of the Black and White Ball experience is 
to nibble a little, shmooze a little, dance a little, 
drink a little — in short, to act as if life were one 
long, pleasant afternoon that will never end. You 
can’t do that if you’re constantly on the prowl for 
more food. 

¢ Bring a coat. Remember, it’s at least 10 
degrees colder in San Francisco at night than it is 
over here. Especially in the Market and California 
area, which is built on landfill over what used to 
be part of the Bay. The winds that rush through 
the wind tunnels created by those high-rise 
buildings can get mighty fierce. 

* Transportation is a mixed bag. On the one 
hand, there are plenty of spaces in the 
underground garages at the Embarcadero Centers. 
They’re free, too, if you have a validation. 

Problem is, most of the stores close at 7. But 
the restaurants will still be open, so if you have 
dinner at one of them before the ball, you can 
solve your parking problem at the same time. 

But the real problem with driving, of course, is 
that you can’t drink. And BART will close at 
midnight, as usual, which is when the real fun will 
just be getting started. 

_ Solution: BART in and take a cab back. The 
ball is taking place practically at the foot of the 
Bay Bridge, which means a minimum of 
transportation time trying to get out of the city. I 
figure it’ll come to about 20 to 25 bucks, 
depending on where you live. Split that with 
another couple, and it’s not bad at all. 

F ¢ Speaking of Midnight, if you want to see 
the Midnight Surprise, the best place to go is 
Justin Herman Plaza. I can’t tell you what’s 
planned for this year, but last time it featured 
Tommy Tune. The time before that, it was 
bungee-jumping Elvises. The time before rhar, it 
was a parade of giant, 25-foot, inflatable 
champagne bottles. And the time before that, they 
had a pianist playing “Rhapsody in Blue” while 
being towed down Van Ness by The 
Chippendales.

money for a ticket, go anyway. It’s a lot of fun 
just to stand outside on the sidewalk and gawk at 
the beautiful (and not-so-beautiful) people.

raised specific questions and challenges as to its con- 
tent. The consultants are obligated by law to respond to 
every comment or question, whether submitted in 
writing or stated orally. 


Persistent critics 


Outspoken critic Peter Loubal presented a long list 
of technical objections to the DEIR, mainly challeng- 
ing the report’s findings as they affect conclusions 
about traffic and parking impacts. Loubal spoke for 
about 20 minutes before he was reminded of the time 
by a commissioner. At that point, he said he was 
speaking on behalf of many other people and asked for 
a show of hands. About 15 people raised their hands. 

He continued to speak for five more minutes, then 
said he would give others the opportunity to speak. 
When some audience members clapped, he called 
them his opponents and asked, “Is it my accent you 
object to, or is it the facts?” 

Loubal said he was representing “hundreds of 
people,” then “thousands.” He was somewhat contra- 
dicted in that comment by a later speaker. Victoria 
Hughes, another outspoken resident who would be an 
adjacent neighbor to the project, told the commission 
many of her neighbors didn’t even know a theater 
project was being considered. She asked that the site be 
signed with all the pertinent information. 

Loubal and Hughes have raised their objections to 
the project at almost every City Council meeting in 
recent months. They’ ve been the lone public voices on 
the subject for many months. At the Planning Commis- 
sion meeting, many neighborhood residents who had 
packed Council Chambers when the project was first 
introduced returned to share their concerns. 

Some raised the same kinds of technical issues 
Loubal raised. The possibility that residents who live 
in the area have a different perspective on the relevant 
issues than an outside consultant might have was a 
constant theme. 

Key Boulevard residents Robert and Judith Sessler 
were among the “returnees.” They spoke movingly of 
the expectations they'd had in moving to their neigh- 
borhood 24 years ago, what it has become and what it 
promises to be if a major project is built nearby. 

Robert Sessler said he was “distressed” by the 
report as he read it because so many issues were of 
great concern to him. 

Already, he said, the noise generated by the BART 
station is far greater than what he expected from “what

Bartke served as acommissioner in 1988, when the city 
received $600,000 from county Measure AA to work 
on. upgrading and maintenance activities. A commis- 
sioned survey of city needs, however, determined it 
would take some $6.5 million to catch up with deferred 
maintenance and upgrading of facilities. 

Since that time, citizens have been active in the 
Adopt-a-Park program, significantly upgrading facili- 
ties at Huber and Tassajara, among others; Scouts have 
worked on parks as part of their community service 
requirements, and the city has recently made major 
improvements at Arlington Park (with clubhouse 
changes accomplished by the fire department, cur- 
rently using it as a temporary station). 

Still, there’s much to be done. 

“A lot of the equipment we let our children and our 
grandchildren play on really is dangerous,” Bartke 
said. “Some places need railings, the sidewalks are 
raising up; I don’t know the last time we replaced a 
(clubhouse) roof; we just keep patching them.” 

Another needs survey was conducted by city staff 
member Joel Witherell in 1994. The commission has 
asked community services director Monica Kortz to 
overview all past surveys and summarize their findings 
for the commission. 

“We don’t want to reinvent the wheel,” Bashor said. 


Bond measure eyed 


According to Bashor, the commission and council 
have yet to determine what areas any bond issue might 
cover, whether parks only or a much wider scope of 
services. 

He isn’t sure how the commission will ultimately 
come down on the question of whether a bond measure 
should have a limited focus or should be designed “to 
pay for everything from upgrading of the senior center 
to park improvements.” 

For one thing, he said, “Everybody has a different 
idea of what the needs are. Some folks only play tennis; 
they believe it’s very important to have the tennis 
courts in good shape.” 

Various groups were represented at the meeting, 
including El Cerrito’s baseball and soccer players. 
Friends of the El Cerrito Library boardmember Thom 
Stark threw another suggestion into the mix. He’d like 
to see the commission including the library (county- 
Tun, but city-owned) among services to be upgraded. 

Bashor admits his own heart is with the parks. He 
agrees with Bartke that deteriorating children’s play- 
grounds throughout El Cerrito demonstrate the most 
obvious need. 

He believes city playgrounds are “out of date” in a 
number of ways — using sand under the play equip- 
ment, for example, rather than matting or wood chips. 

They may also be “out of date” in a more subjective 
way. “My favorite is the structure at Huber Park shaped 
like the Mercury space capsule,” he said. “It’s 30 years 
old. I love it, but the kids don’t know what it is.” 

Ongoing graffiti problems, different types of stress 
placed on the field by baseball and soccer use, and 
unused clubhouses are also problems to be addressed, 
he said. 

Several commissioners do seem ready to make one 
decision about the proposed bond. 

“Three of us made the point that this bond should not 
be approved at the expense of the general fund,” 
Bashor said. “We want it kept a separate fund, not like 
with the (proposed) fire assessment district, where the 
money raised would have been used to replace some of 
the fire department’s regular operating budget, releas- 
ing that money for other uses. . 

“We want the parks money to stay for parks, with 
regular, ongoing maintenance remaining part of the 
city’§ operating budget.”

already used until 2a.m. on weekends, with noise from 
the parking facility constantly disturbing neighbors. 

He believes the lack of full analysis regarding the 
projected increase in that noise impact “is a major 
deficit in the EIR. 

“Imagine living directly across the street or up the 
hill from the garage and constantly hearing the ingress 
and egress of vehicles parking,” he said. “When we 
moved there 24 years ago, we knew we'd have to put 
up with BART parking, but we didn’t plan on the 
structure.” 


With more construction planned, Sessler believes - 


he and his neighbors are in for tremendous conse- 
quences, from car alarms if nothing else. He believes 
“the BART track should be the line where develop- 
ment ends.” 

Judith Sessler said Key Boulevard is already turn- 
ing into a “mini-San Pablo Avenue,” as motorists 
choose it as an alternative, less-crowded route. She 
fully expects the traffic situation to become intolerable 
as theater and retail patrons are added to the mix. 

“T already can’t have guests at my home until after 
7 p.m. Monday through Friday; there’s no place to 
park,” she said. “Now you’re telling me I can’t have 
them come Monday through Sunday (into the night). I 
question whether one resident can (decide) that an- 
other resident has to live this way. 

“Ttis blatantly obvious that something this big is too 
hard on this neighborhood; it doesn’t take a rocket 
scientist,” she said. In a letter to the city, the Sesslers 
said they have “no objection to reasonably-sized com- 
mercial and residential development of properties 
fronting San Pablo Avenue.” They expect, though, that 
such developments will be designed “in such a fashion 
as to confine their impact to the west side of the BART 
tracks, which is appropriately zoned for commercial 
purposes and high-density multifamily housing.” 

If the theater project is approved at the site, they 
would like to see the developer required to build a 
parking facility large enough to hold all the patron 
traffic generated or to downsize the theater to fit the 
available parking. 

The City Council/ Redevelopment Agency cannot 
legally certify the Environmental Impact Report until 
all public input has been addressed in it. The certifica- 
tion does not constitute project approval. 

Very often changes can follow the certification of 
an EIR. Downsizing of the theater, for example, could 
likely be approved by the council without further 
environmental review, since the report only addresses 
the maximum thresholds of impact. It does not set 20 
screens as the only allowable size. 


The commission’s upcoming discussions will be 
impacted by several other factors, as well. 

“There just isn’t any space left in the city,” said 
Bashor, noting that Berkeley has the same problem and 
sends some of its baseball teams to El Cerrito, just as 
El Cerrito sends some of its soccer teams to San Pablo 
to practice. 

As a result, commissioners are already looking at 
ways to work together with other jurisdictions. 

They will continue to explore ways of cooperating 
with the school district. 

Currently, El Cerrito High School uses the city pool 
for its recreational program; the school’s tennis courts 
are open to community use outside school hours. 

The school district’s new recreation assessment 
district also promises to create more joint recreational 
opportunities for the community’s youth. 

“There are probably more areas in which we can 
cooperate,” said Bashor. “Monica’s been talking regu- 
larly with the schools all along.” 

One suggestion has already been made for meeting 
the need of youth soccer players, who recently asked 
the city council for a new soccer field. 

“It’s a good one,” said Bartke. “There really isn’t 
any flat space left for a field. We own things like 
Hillside Park that go straight up and down. 

“The suggestion was to rip out the cement play- 
ground at Portola and replace it with a field. It’s a big 
enough space for a regulation youth soccer field (as 
Castro’s field is not). It would be an advantage to their 
sports program and to us, since we could use it after 
hours and on weekends.” 

According to Bartke, the school district is “open to 
the idea” but “doesn’t have any money either.” Such a 
project would probably be a joint community venture,” 
she said. 

Working with other communities is another option 
being explored, said Bashor. Some have suggested, for 
example, that the Community Center swimming pool 
may be prohibitively expensive to repair, that it should 
be closed and that the city should work cooperatively 
with Albany for use of its pool. 

Others have noted that Kensington is developing a 
new park and might be willing to work with El Cerrito 
to meet both communities’ needs, particularly because 
Kensington students attend schools in El Cerrito and 
vice versa. “If we can find some facilities nearby, it 
wouldn’t make sense to duplicate them,” Bashor said. 

Bashor noted that El Cerrito already works in coop- 
eration with the City of Richmond in maintaining 
Central Park, where El Cerrito’s baseball teams al- 
ready practice. 


“I think we'd be open to anything,” he said. “It’s a_ 


question of making the most of our resources, of 
money and of land.” 

He emphasized that “this meeting was real explor- 
atory.” 

“I feel very positive about it,” said Bartke. “I believe 
they have a good grasp of the magnitude of the prob- 
lem. 

“People are coming up with creative ideas. At the 
same time, they’re looking at all 180 degrees, from 
pulling out of some parks to expanding them to asking 
if we really need a tot lot in every park. 

“We're sitting down together looking at all the 
different ramifications and all the different approaches 
we can take. If we work together, what we get could be 
really great.” 

Bartke also isn’t sure what the future of a bond issue 
is. “I liked the commission’s approach,” she said. 
“Let’s sit down, talk about it and see.” 

For Bashor, the bottom line remains the same. 

“We want to make sure that if we’re going to ask for 
more money, people know what the needs are, where 
the money will go,” he said.

Frank (Jason Flemyng), live-in 
lover of Hannah (Joely 
Richardson), seems to be working 
hard at establishing a relationship 
with Oliver (Sam Bould), 
Hannah’s 8- or 9-year-old son. 
Yet the solitary, quiet Oliver 
seems to avoid him, going so far 
as to sneak out his bedroom win- 
dow and running away. 

So, what’s going on? And 
what’s going on when Ollie re- 
peatedly gets hurt, first with a 
bloody wound on his face, then 
with a crushed hand? 

Ollie’s father, Martyn (Martin 
Donovan), a doctor, realizes that 
Ollie’s explanations for his inju- 
ries don’t compute. Our own sus- 
picions are confirmed in a scene 
early in the film — Angela Pope’s 
Hollow Reed — when we see 
Frank brutally punishing Ollie for 
a trivial transgression. The last 
one to catch on is Ollie’s mother 
Hannah, too frantically in love 
with the handsome, persuasive 
Frank to see the truth. It takes 
another episode of violence for 
her to admit to it. 

Hollow Reed is a modest, real- 
istic film from England that lays 
out a number of problems of mod- 
ern family life. Child abuse isn’t 
the only one. When Martyn tries

Book beat: 
‘Paris’ gets 
out of hand

What you notice first about 
Paris Out of Hand is how beauti- 
ful it is: a small, red hardbound 
book, each page embellished with 
designs and illustrations. It even 
has one of those built-in ribbon 
bookmarks.

Then, looking more closely at 
the cover, you notice that the little 
pasted-on detail map of Paris has 
the Eiffel Tower upside-down. 
What’s going on here, anyway? 

Paris Out of Hand is no substi- 
tute for your Fodor’s or Michelin 
guides. Instead, it’s a “hopalong 
travel guide,” a “surrealist adven- 
ture” that’s more fun to browse 
through in your easy chair at home 
that in the torture device .that 
passes for an airline seat en route 
to France. Out of Hand’s Paris is 
no Paris that ever was, except in 
fantasy and dreams. 

The book’s organization is ex- 
actly like that of a standard travel 
guide: hotels, restaurants, shop- 
ping, sights, etc. But you won't 
find your favorite little hotel ‘in 
the 7th Arrondissement here: in- 
stead, there is, for instance, the 
Hotel Helas (helas means “alas” 
in French), “Paris’s answer to 
Heartbreak Hotel,” where hand- 
kerchiefs are handed out with 
room keys. Or the Petit Hotel du 
Moyen Age (“Little Hotel of the 
Middle Ages”), where the sink 
and shower fittings are shaped like 
gargoyles, and one of the rooms is 
a dungeon. 

The hotel Rating Guide in- 
cludes symbols for such things as 
“Uncomfortable beds,” “Phones 
in rooms. Volume assistance for 
those who can’t speak French,” 
and “Fezzes not required in pub- 
lic areas.” 

Other attractions are the night- 
club where reverse stripteases are 
performed — i.e., the dancers put 
their clothes on. Along: with 
laundromats (some may actually 
exist) and other services, there’ s 
the “Service Kidnapping” ( “Kid- 
napping Service” — no explatva- 
tion required). One of the shopsiis 
“Arse Poetica,” which sells pants, 
and one of the museums is the 
“Musee de Gastronomie mais pas 
Degustation”—”The Museum of 
Gatsronomy but no Tasting,” 
where patrons are warned not,to 
bring along an appetite. Another 
“sight” is a bank named “Credit 
Egyptien,” with automatic teller 
machine whose directions are 
written in hieroglyphics (the book 
kindly provides translation, such 
as “Give!” and “You are theowner 
of the gold”), ,

As the program’s Master of 
Ceremonies, Sellars introduced 
the artists and guest of honor, 
and also covered adroitly dur- 
ing changeovers on stage. 

“Friends” who followed in- 
cluded pianist Sarah Cahill, who 
opened the program with a deli-

The third and final move- 
ment was, as much of Adams 
music tends to be, motor-driven 
and highly kinetic (itis no wonder 
that his compositions have often 
been used by choreographers). 

Midway through the program 
Sellars introduced Adams who 
took the microphone and began 
by thanking the audience and par- 
ticipants. 

“This is just an earth-shatter- 
ing event for me. That’s probably 
not a good word to use here in 
Berkeley.” He recounted how his 
real birthday (Feb. 16) had been 
celebrated at the Concertgebouw 
in Amsterdam where he conducted 
a concert of his own music and 
pieces by Miles David and Duke 
Ellington.

Oliveto has been around for 10 years, and it claims to have served 2 
million meals. Maven mentioned the recently completed renovation at 
the restaurant last week, which includes a wood-fired rotisserie and live- 
fire grill for which to cook wild game; a wood-burning oven to prepare 
toasted meats and pizza; an expanded kitchen; a spiral railing leading to 
the upstairs dining room; olive wood bars and cabinets; and improved 
lighting, ventilation, and acoustics ...

Probate properties are the used 
cars of the real estate market. They 
rarely get washed, nobody spends 
money tuning them up or having 
their blemishes removed before 
the come on the market. They are 
generally more risky to purchase 
than almost any other type of prop- 
erty with the possible exception 
of foreclosures. 

So one wonders why probates 
have such a cachet about them. 

., Seminars are devoted to getting 
rich buying probates, books are 
written which tell the secrets of 
acquiring probates at discount and 
the general belief is that one has 
the potential of at least getting a 
better deal by buying in probate 

..court than on the open market. 


Yet that flies in the face of 
reason. The California Probate 
Code defines the procedures anda 
local court oversees the propriety 
of a deal to make sure an estate is 
not looted or shorted. 


Governmental entities also 
have a stake in seeing that the 
highest price is obtained. In addi- 
tion to a selling price, property 
taxes, estate taxes and documen- 
tary transfer taxes will be paid 
and it is in the best interest of 
these tax collectors to get the high- 
est price for a property. 


Then there’s the probate judge 
who Is certainly not on anyone’s 
side. The judge is interested in 
only three things, according to 
Mark D. Zimmerman, a San Fran- 
cisco broker familiar with the pro- 
bate process. 


| “All the judge wants to know is 
did the property appraise, do we 
| have ten percent cash in escrow 
- and are all the contingencies re- 

moved?” said Zimmerman. “The

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judge doesn’t care about the buyer. 
The court is there to protect the 
interest of the estate. The court 
doesn’t care who the heirs are.” 

Throughout the process, clerks 
make certain all the proper proce- 
dures have been followed and that 
the property was advertised- for 
sale in a publication of general 
circulation. That’s in addition to 
being offered in a multiple listing 
service. 

“The court confirms and has 
the assurance that we have found 
the highest and best bid through 
the hearing procedure,” said Chris- 
tine Nahnsen, assistant director of 
San Francisco’s Probate Depart- 
ment.” The chance of getting a 
bargain at that point is kind of 
slim. And it’s like any auction. 
People get auction fever and might 
even bid higher than they thought 
they would.” 


Not all probate sales are sub- 
ject to the court confirmation pro- 
cess. Under the Independent Ad- 
ministrator Rule, an executor may 
make a decision to take an offer 
without going to court for confir- 
mation. 


It is true that the minimum of- 
fer a probate court can accept with- 
out a reappraisal is ten percent 
below the appraised price. Real- 
tors become involved in most pro- 
bate sales and frequently place an 
asking price on the property some- 
what above the actual appraisal. 

Unfortunately, that appraisal is 
not always available to buyers. In 
fact, it may not be revealed until 
after the actual court confirma- 
tion. Zimmerman told of a Rus- 
sian Hill property which sold last 
week. When it finally went for 
confirmation, the appraisal was 
revealed to be $1.6 million in- 
stead of the $3.9 million which

was the final confirmed sale price. 

So, while it is possible to buy a 
probate property at discount, they 
remain the last bastion of caveat 
emptor, which once characterized 
the entire real estate industry. A 
purchaser of probate property does 
not have the assurances that nor- 
mally come when buying on the 
open market. And without a war- 
ranty, the buyer takes the risk of 
quality upon himself. 

Probated property is sold in “as 
is” condition. It is put on the mar- 
ket in order to settle an estate, 
usually to pay taxes but that is not 
always the case. Sometimes there 
is a need to divide an estate be- 
tween heirs who do not want to be 
in the real estate business or who 
don’t get along. 

One aspect does work to the 
benefit of a probate buyer which 
is not normally an element in other 
purchases. Unlike most other 
property, a probate must be sold. 
The administration of an estate 
needs to be resolved. By contrast, 
a typical property offered for sale 
has a living owner who can choose 
not to sell at less than asking. 


This need to sell may result in 
a discount to the buyer, but there 
are hazards. The probate environ- 
ment is one of the few exceptions 
to California’s disclosure law. Ex- 
ecutors and administrators are 
under no obligation to disclose 
the condition of the property and 
usually state they have no knowl- 
edge of its condition. 


Purchasers have the right to ex- 
amine it, of course. As with any 
listing, agents do have a duty to 
disclose. They must disclose what 
they know if that knowledge 
would materially affect the pur- 
chase of the property. 

Although the state does have a 


procedural code, the actual pro- 
bate system varies inevery county 
throughout the state, Therefore, 
the system is not the same in Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. Even 
the names change. In San Fran- 
cisco, a probate examiner reviews 
the file prior to the hearing to be 
sure that proper procedures have 
been followed. 

In Oakland, probate paralegals 
perform this task. There may not 
even be a separate probate court 
in smaller counties and one anec- 
dotal story tells how a man wear- 
ing an orange jumpsuit was in the 
audience during a probate sale. 
Afterwards, he was sentenced by 
the same judge.

Purchasing probates can be 
worthwhile but an extra ounce of 
protection does not hurt. Just like 
the real world, anything is pos- 
sible. Buyers can ask for terms 
from sellers of probate, the heirs, 
and depending on the circum- 
stances, they can carry all or some 
of the paper, make repairs or war- 
rant something. 

But they are under no obliga- 
tion to do this. “Buyer’s must be 
careful to kick the tires because 
it’s somebody else’s game,” ob- 
served Zimmerman.

Because more and more well- 
known, publicly held U. S. Cor- 
porations are moving toward 
paperless stock transactions. 

Last year, AT&T decided to 
“spin off” one of its companies, 
NCR Corporation. In a unique 
twist, the firm distributed the spin- 
off shares of NCR to about 1.7 
million shareholders in the first 
certificateless transaction of its 


a ——* kind. 


Through a process known as 
“electronic registration,” or “di- 
rect registration,” shareholders 
received account statements noti- 
fying them of their new shares. 
Other companies will soon be fol- 


lowing this process. 

Typically, when acompany de- 
clares a stock spin-off or stock 
split, the company issues stock 
certificates to investors who hold 
shares in their own names. 


However, direct registration 
allows companies to distribute 
account statements to investors 
instead of stock certificates as 
proof of ownership. Direct regis- 
tration benefits the company be- 
cause it is cheaper and easier for 
the company to issue and track 
new shares, 

Investors accustomed to hold- 
ing certificates may not consider 
direct registration such an advan- 
tage. These investors may have to 
change the way they trade their 
stock as more and more transac- 
tions are processed in a 
certificateless fashion. 

Typically, when you want to 
sell stock in which you have pos- 
session of certificates, you simply 
deliver your certificates to your 
broker to settle your trade. 

However, if you decide to sell 
shares acquired through direct reg- 
istration, you cannot use the ac-

count statement as a substitute for 
stock certificates. 

You have to request to receive 
stock certificates for your shares 
or deal directly with a transfer 
agent to complete your sell trans- 
action. Keep in mind that both of 
these options will lengthen the 
time required to execute your 
trade. 

Also, because a transfer agent 
does not have to abide by the same 
time limits as your brokerage firm, 
selling through a transfer agent 
means you may not be able to sell 
your shares at your desired price 
objective or desired time frame. 

One way to simplify the con- 
fusing process that could be 
brought about by direct registra- 
tion is to register your securities 
in “street name.” 

Street name registration means 
that your brokerage firm holds 
your shares on your behalf. In- 
stead of taking possession of stock 
certificates, your brokerage firm 
holds the securities in your ac- 
count.

In addition, stock splits, spin- 
offs and other transactions are au- 
tomatically credited to your ac- 
count, and you have immediate 
access to your securities to settle 
trades. 

Street-name registration makes 
sense if you are looking for an 
easier way to track securities in 
your portfolio for record-keeping 
and tax-reporting purposes. 

While direct registration may 
be good news for scripophiles (col- 
lectors of rare stock certificates), 
it may create some confusion and 
headaches for some investors. But 
make no mistake, direct registra- 
tion is the wave of the future. 

Your investment professional 
can provide more details about 
how direct registration and street- 
name registration could affect 
your future stock transactions.

A form of vesting title to prop- 
erty owned by husband and wife 
during their marriage which they 
intend to own together, Commu- 
nity property is distinguished from 
separate property, y. hich is prop- 
erty acquired before marriage, by 
separate gift or bequest, after legal 
separation, or which is agreed to be 
owned only by one spouse. 

In California, real property con- 
veyed toa married man or woman is 
presumed to be community prop- 
erty, unless otherwise stated. Since 
all such property is owned equally, 
husband and wife must sign all 
agreements and documents of trans- 
fer. 

Under community property, ei- 
ther spouse has the right to dispose 
of one half of the community prop- 
erty, including transfers by will. 

For example: Bruce Buyer and 
Barbara Buyer, husband and wife 
as community property. 

¢ Joint tenancy 

A form of vesting title to prop- 
erty owned by two or more persons, 
who may or may not be married, in 
equal interest, subject to the right of 
survivorship in the surviving joint 
tenant(s). 

Title must have been acquired at 
the same time, by the same convey- 
ance, and the document must ex- 
pressly declare the intention to cre- 
ate a joint tenancy estate. When a 
joint tenant dies, title to the prop- 
erty is automatically conveyed by 
operation of law to the surviving 
joint tenant(s). Therefore, joint ten- 
ancy property is not subject to dis- 
position by will.

* Tenancy in common: 

A form of vesting title to prop- 
erty owned by any two or more 
individuals in undivided fractional 
interests. These fractional interests 
may be unequal in quantity or dura- 
tion and may arise at different times. 

Each tenant in common owns a 
share of the property, is entitled to a 
comparable portion of the income 
from the property and must bear an 
equivalent share of expenses. Each 
co-tenant may sell, lease or will to 
his/her heir that share of the prop- 
erty belonging to him/her. 

For example: Bruce Buyer, a 
single man, as to an undivided 3/4 
interest and Penny Purchaser, a 
single woman, as to an undivided 1/ 
4 interest, as tenants in common. 


Other ways of vesting title 


¢ Corporation*: 

A corporation is a legal entity, 
created under state law, consisting 
of one or more shareholders but 
regarded under law as having an 
existence and personality separate 
from such shareholders 

¢ Partnership*: 

A partnership is an association 
of two or more persons who can 
carry on business for profit as co- 
owners, as governed by the Uni- 


form Partnership Act. A partner- 
ship may hold title to real property 
in the name of the partnership. 

* As trustees: 

A trust is an arrangement 
whereby legal title to property is 
transferred by the grantor to a per- 
son called a trustee, to be held and 
managed by that person for the ben- 
efit of the people specified in the 
trust agreement, called the benefi- 
ciaries. 

* Limited liability company 
G.L.C) 

This form of ownership is a legal 
entity and is similar to both the 
corporation and the partnership. The 
operating agreement will determine 
how the L.L.C. functions and is 
taxed, Like the corporation its ex- 
istence is separate from its owners. 

In cases of corporate, partner- 
ship, L.L.C. or trust ownership, re- 
quired documents may include cor- 
porate articles and bylaws, partner- 
ship agreements, L.L.C operating 
agreement and trust agreements and/ 
orcertificates. Remember, how title 
is vested has important legal conse- 
quences.

Landslide liability, Ill 
inverse condemnation 


Public entities must pay a fair 
price when their acts or omissions 
damage private property, known 
as inverse condemnation or when 
they take property for public pur- 
poses—called direct condemna- 
tion. Both are rooted in constitu- 
tional prohibitions against taking 
and, in the case of the California 
Constitution, damaging private 
property without paying justcom- 
pensation to the property owner. 

In the case of inverse condem- 
nation, the public entity is said to 
have taken some portion of the 
value of your property by damag- 
ing it, thus rendering it liable to 
you inthe amount of the property’s 
loss in value. 

Usually, public entities are li- 
able for disturbing land stability 
even if the activity causing the 
slide or movement is not itself 
negligently performed. 

Thus, for example, if the con- 
struction of a road or an under- 
ground excavation in connection 
with the removal of a condemned

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Another common example is 
of landslide or earth movement 
resulting from underground or 
surface water movement triggered 
by the activity or failure to act of 
a responsible public agency.

Q: My grapefruit tree is about 
20 inches tall and is a prolific 
producer. However, it is suffering 
from a black deposit on approxi- 
mately 20 percent of the foliage 
and about 20 to 30 percent of the 
fruit. the deposit washes off the 
fruit easily and does not effect the 
taste. Old timers call it ‘sooty 
mold.’ What causes it? How can it 


Q: Lam looking for alow-main- 
tenance ground cover. By low 
maintenance, I mean once estab- 
lished I would not have to do any 
thinning, pruning, or replanting 


the first year it would keep the 
weeds out. 

Also, it should be frost toler- 
ant, grow in full sun and reach a 
height of three to five inches. What 
candidates do you recommend? 


be eliminated? 


A. There are three ground coy- 
ers to consider: Scaevola mauve 
clusters, the fan flower, 
Helianthemum, the sunrose and 
Erodium chamaedryoides, cranes 
bill. They are available in gallon 
cans rather than in flats and I would 
space them two to three feet apart. 

The closer together they are 
planted the faster they will fill in 
and plan on them taking 12 to 18 
months. I would treat the area first 
with herbicide to kill the vegeta- 
tion that is currently growing. 
Once it has turned brown, amend 
the soil with soil conditioner and 
other organic mater to improve 


bodies. 


A: Sooty mold is a black fun- 
gus that grows on a clear sticky 
substance that is produced by 
sucking insects. With citrus it is 
usually aphids, and scales, and 
sometimes mealy bugs. These in- 
sects suck the plant juices out of 
the leaves and pass it through their 


Eliminating the insects is the 
best way of controlling the sooty 
mold. Since the problem is so ex- 
tensive I would guess your prob- 
lem is scale and would spray the 
plant with ultra-fine oil. The oil 
will suffocate the insects. 


Q: I have a patch of old lawn 
(25 by 15 feet); I have just in- 


stalled an automatic irrigation 
system. Now that I have an effi- 
cient watering system I want to 
upgrade the turf. The existing lawn 


overseeding. Will this work and 
how do you use it? 


A. Overseeding is a simple pro- 
cess. Rake the area to remove ex- 
cess debris and scratch the bare 
areas. Next apply the seed and a 
pelletized fertilizer and cover the 
area with a 1/4 inch layer of peat 
moss or soil conditioner. 

The key step is to not let the 
seed go dry, otherwise you start 
over. Also, do not let the water 
puddle because the seed will float 
and bare spots will develop. Use 
the top dressing as an indicator as 
to when the area is getting dry. At 
this time of year, it will take two

Living in Massachusetts my fa- 
vorite season was spring. It was 
the shortest of the seasons. Here 
in California, spring is still my 


favorite season. The best part of 


the spring in the Bay Area is that 
the season lasts much longer than 
in the Northeast. 

Spring assaults my senses with 
magnificent shades of new green 
growth. There is no time of the 
year that leaves attain such a deli- 
cate soft green. The spring green 
is but a harbinger of things to 
come—incredibly fragrant blos- 
soms. 

Unfortunately, spring presents 
me with the frustration of sneez- 
ing, wheezing, hacking, cough- 
ing, choking, crying. My allergies 
are not the subject of this article, 
merely the instigator. 

Fragrant bloomers are a delight- 
ful addition to the garden. Six 
odoriferous plants, listed some- 
what in order of bloom and smell 
time are: sarcococca, pink jas- 
mine, Pittosporum undulatum, 
freesia, star jasmine and Rhodo- 
dendron fragrantissimum. These 
are a few fragrant plants that I 
either would plant or have planted 


The scents of s, 


in a clients garden, my garden or 
plants that I have kept in my gar- 
den. 

The plants I have chosen to 
describe are obviously fragrant 
and can survive quite nicely (save 
the rhododendron) in the East Bay. 
In this article I will discuss 
sarcococca, pink jasmine and 
Pittosporum undulatum; freesia, 
star jasmine and rhododendron 
will appear in part two. 


Sarcococca is not, in my eye, a 
good looking shrub. It has waxy 
dark green leaves. It produces in- 
conspicuous flowers in winter or 
very early spring. Despite its 
blandness in the landscape, being 
a shade lover makes it a usable 
plant. Tucking it into a shady cor- 
ner that is not an important visual 
space gives you anice green filler 
and an incredible sweet aroma 
when in bloom. 


Jasminum polyanthum, or pink 
jasmine, is a very aggressive vine, 
meaning you must prune it often. 
Evergreen and a lover of sun and 
adequate water, pink jasmine 
makes a great fence cover as it 
grows to 20 feet. Blooms are white, 
but the buds are pink. Flowering 
in early spring it provides a few 
weeks of beautiful color and typi- 
cal jasmine aroma. 


The only draw back, that I see, 
is that once it finishes blooming 
the flowers turn brown and persist 
on the vine. Since there is a mul- 
titude of flower there will be a lot

The best time to inspect your 
roof drainage system is during and 
just after a heavy rain. The next 
time it rains put on your rain gear, 
grab an umbrella and go for a tour 
of your domicile’s exterior. 

Roof drainage systems have three 
functions: toremove the water from 
the roof, to prevent water damage 
to the building exterior and to trans- 
port roof water away from the foun- 
dation. All of the water that lands 
on a roof should be collected and 
distributed away from the building. 

First, look for water flowing over 
the rain gutter edges. Overflowing 
gutters may be too small, they may 
slope down and away from, instead 
towards the downspout openings, 
or the downspouts may be clogged 
with debris. Also look for indica- 
tions of rain water flow behind the 
raingutters. 

Leaks behind the gutter can cause 
decay in the wooden eave boards. 
Gutter leaks are especially prob- 
lematic if the eave doesn’t extend 
out from the wall below and the 
gutters are located against the sid- 
ing. Rain water can actually flow 
inside the building wall if the leaky 
gutter is tight against the siding. 

The roofing material should ex- 
tend sufficiently over the inside edge 
of the raingutter to prevent water 
leaks behind. It may be necessary to 
install L-shaped sheet metal flash- 
ing to seal the roof-to-gutter con- 
nection. 

If you tap on a downspout and 
get a dull, heavy sound, the down- 
spout is probably clogged with de- 
bris. A downspout (or leader) can 
be cleaned out by using a garden 
hose inserted at the top of the gutter 
downspout connection. 

If you do not have the equipment 
or skill to do this safely, consult a

gutter specialist for an annual de- 
bris removal. An inexpensive bird 
cage style screen can be inserted in 
the gutter at the downspout opening 
to keep debris out of the down- 
spouts.

spout can reduce erosion and direct 
the water away from the founda- 
tion. Ideally, the first five feet of 
ground, walkways, and other sur- 
faces adjacentto the building should 
slope downward away from the 
foundation. 

Often the best procedure is to 
provide a subsurface drainage pip- 
ing system to carry downspout wa- 
ter away from the building. Sub 
drains are often installed below the 
sidewalks and emerge at the street 
gutter. 

If you have a subsurface drain 
system be sure to test it periodically 
using water from a garden hose. 
Locate the drain outflows and check 
them periodically for water flow in 
wet weather. Steep sites often re- 
quire a specially designed drainage 
system. 

Many older homes have clay tile 
subsurface drain piping. These bur- 
ied clay tile pipes often break or 
become displaced and may direct 
roof rain water to flow beneath the 
foundation instead of away. It may 
be advisable to disconnect down- 
spouts from old tile drain pipes if 
water flows beneath the house in 
wet weather.
